Rouge  to  praise  the  legislature 
for  its  bitter  fight  against  in- 
tegration. 

STATE  LEGISLATORS  had 
two  moves  afoot  last  night  to 
prevent  Louisiana’s  10  electoral 
votes  from  going  to  John  F.  Ken- 
nedy unless  he  declares  himself 
satisfactorily  on  federal  inter- 
vention in  public  education. 

Rep.  Parey  Branton  introduced 
a resolution  at  a one-hour  meet- 
ing of  the  legislature  last  night 
that  state  election  laws  be  sus- 
pended so  the  legislature  might 
appoint  new  electors  unpledged 
to  Kennedy. 

SEN.  HOWARD  M.  Jones  said 
he  was  going  to  introduce  a 
house  resolution  asking  the 
state’s  electors  not  to  vote  for 
Kennedy  despite  his  Louisiana 
vote  plurality.  But  he  withheld 
it  and  said  he  would  introduce  it 
after  the  legislature  reconvened 
today  at  12:30  p.m. 

The  federal  judges  also  are 
considering  motions  by  the  state 
to  a batch  of  restraining  orders 
barring  virtually  the  entire  state 
government  from  intervening 
with  integration.  The  states’  mo- 
tions are  gased  on  its  theory  of 
interposition,  in  which  it  an- 
nounces that  the  federal  govern- 
ment is  usurping  powers  not 
delegated  to  it  and  therefore  the 
state  overrules  the  federal 
courts. 

THE  HOLIDAY  that  ended 
yesterday  was  for  teachers’  con- 
ventions and  Thanksgiving.  At 
the  conventions,  the  Louisiana 
Teachers  Association  passed  a 
resolution  commending  Gov. 
Jimmie  Davis  and  the  legislature 
for  their  fight  against  integra- 
tion. and  condemning  the  federal 
government.  Judge  J.  Skelly 
Wright  in  particular,  for  “en- 
croaching" on  states’  rights. 

Judge  Wright  is  the  man  who 
ordered  the  enforced  integration. 

Racial  violence  dwindled  away 
during  the  holiday.  It  had  boiled 
over  on  the  third  day  of  integra- 
tion into  angry  mobs  that  were 
turned  back  by  fire  hoses  when 
they  tried  to  storm  the  school 
board  offices. 

DURING  THE  remainder  of 
the  first  week  of  integration, 
packs  of  whites  and  Negroes 
roamed  the  streets  at  night  shoot- 
ing. stabbing  and  stoning  each 
other.
